Washington, D. C, — Alabama 
COMpressimiei Supporvug boae 
proposed $0,000,000 RBA steam 
pliant at Gantt have brought 
une White House into the con- 
troversy and obtained the sup- 
port ot President Truman, ib 
was learned today. 

Members ot tne delegation 
will not talk about the fight 


that has raged inside the dele- 
gation, and between the White 
House and Agriculture Depart- 
ment, but the following facts 
were obtained from an author- 
tative source: 

Just before the war REA ap- 
proved plans for building a 
steam plant to produce  elec- 
tricity at Gantt, but the plans 
had to be cancelled when the 
war came, 

When the war ended, efforts 
were made to persuade Claude 
R. Wickard, administrator, Ru- 
ral Electrification Administra- 
tion, to go ahead with the con- 
struction. Funds already had 
been appropriated by Congress. 

Wickard hesitated, however, | 
largely because he felt that any 
action by him would be pounced 
upon by Republican members of 
the appropriations committees 
to culture department funds. 

All members of the Alabama 
congressional delegation then 
signed a letter to Wickard in- 
sisting that the plant be con- 
structed. But at the same time, 
Rep. Frank W. Boykin of Mo- 
bile sent a telegram to the Re- 
publican chairman of the House 
appropriations committee 
branding the project as wast- 
ful and unnecessary. 

After this foray, Sen. Hill and 
Sparkman and Rep. Hobbs, plus 
Sens. Pepper and Holland of 
Florida, called on President 
Truman to urge him to order 
Wickard to go ahead with the 
construction of the steam 
plant, which would supply el- 
ectricity for REA _ users in 
Southern Alabama and North- 
ern Florida.’ 

The President listened to the 
arguments of his callers and af- 
ter some investigations by John 
R. Steelman, directed Wickard 
to give the go-ahead signal for} 
construction of the plant. 

Steelman telephoned the Ala- 
bama-Florida group to tell them 
that the president had issued 
the order *to Wickard and that) 
REA would make an announce- 
ment within 24 hours. 

Several days passed and no- 
thing was heard from Wickard. 
More telephone calls went to 
the White House, and Steelman 
promised to find out why 
Wickard had failed to carry out 
an order from President Tru- 
man. 

Steelman found that Wickard 
had taken the matter up with 
Secretary of Agriculture An- 
derson, who had told Wickard 
he supported his position. An- 
derson and Wickard said there 


was no point in defying the Re- 
publicans at the very time they 
were working on the Agricul- 
ture Department’s annual ap- 
propriation bill. 

The group that called on 
President Truman plan to have 
another White House confer- 
ence at which they hope to get 
Pres, Truman, Wickard and An- 


“ derson together. 


The plant would mean much 
to the heavily overloaded sys- 
tem that serves Elba and other 
South Alabama towns.

Information has just been re- 
ceived from the War Depart- 
ment whereby young men, who 
may be interested in learning 
the Japanese language and at 
the same time get rapid promo- 
tions while learning, May now 
enlist in the Regular Army for 
assignment to the Military In- 
telligence Service Language 
School, Sgt. H. D. Averett Sta- 
tion Commander of the local 
Army Recruiting Station at the 
O'Neal Building, said today. 

The course of this language 
school is nine months duration 
and will cover the Japanese 
language, both written and oral 
as well as Japanese history, ra- 
cial characteristics, customs, 
social life and civil affairs. Men 
enlisting for three years will be 
promoted to Pfe upon enroll- 
ment, to Corporal after four 
and one half months satisfac- 
tory progress, to Sergeant after 
completion of the course and to 
Staff Seregant if work is out- 
standing. Graduates will also be 
given the opportunity to apply 
for commissions as officers in

up longevity at the rate of 5 
per cent increase every three 
years and also be able to ad- 
vance in rate while on inactive 
duty.

DAIRY PROFITS COME 
FROM HIGH PRODUCERS 

Profits in dairying come 
from high-producing cows, not 
from those one-gallon kind. 

Quoting last year’s’ Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association 
records, API extension dairy- 
man C. E. Teague said that 
there’s more profit in one two- 
gallon milker than in 41 one- 
gallon cows. One cow giving 
three gallons of 4.5 per cent 
milk a day returned $154 for 
the year, twice the profit above 
feed costs given by two two-gal- 
lon cows. From one four-gallon 
cow, the profit was $227. 

Based on these reliable figu- 
res from all over the country, 
a herd of 10 cows, each averag- 
ing about four gallons of milk, 
will give as much profit above 
feed costs as 1,100 one-gallon 
cows. 


Although fully aware of the 
effectiveness of DDT as a con- 
trol of peanut worms, the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, A. 
P. I., advised J. R. Speed, 
County Agent, this week that it 
cannot at present recommend 
DDT for this use because of 
possible toxicity to human _ be- 
ings. 

In its experiments with var- 
ious insecticides, the Station 
found early in this work that 
DDT was the most effective and 
cheapest control of peanut 
worms. In feeding experiments 
in which. DDT-dusted feeds 
were used, the Station also 
found that animals stored up 
relatively large amounts of DDT 
in their fatty tissues and lesser 
amounts in lean meat and or- 
gans. 

For instance steers fed for 90 
to 105 days on hay having 184 
parts per million of the insec- 
ticide stored in their fatty rol 
sues 60 to 160 parts per million 
of DDT. Another group fed 143 
days on hay containing two-| 
thirds less DDT (48ppm) stored 
88 parts per million.in the fat. 
When fed unshucked corn hav- 
ing only 15 parts per million, 
steers stored as much as 65 
parts per million in the fat, 
while hogs accumulated 10 to 
12 parts per million. 

Dairy cows getting hay con- 
taining 184 parts per million of 
DDT passed 10 to 36 parts per 
million in the milk. This milk| 
left exposed in a room killed 
flies feeding on it. 

A calf suckling one of the 
dairy cows stored 825 parts per 
million of DDT in its fatty tis- 
sues in 143 days. 

While the amounts of DDT 
on the hays fed were higher, 
than that usually found on 
peanut hay, it is pointed out 
that the steers fed unshucked 
corn having only 15 parts per 


million of DDT accumulated 65 
parts per million in their fat. 

This experiment was done in 
cooperation with the U. S. Bur- 
eau of Entomology. The hay 
used was-Alyce clover, which 
had been given different rates 
of application of DDT for in- 
sect control under the direct 
supervision of the federal bur-~ 
eau. 

While the animals fed the 
DDT hay were harmed but lit- 
tle, they did not make much 
weight gains as those fed hay 
not treated with DDT. 

The U. S. Pure Food and 
Drug Administration in 1945 
set a tentative tolerence for 
DDT of 7 parts per million on 
certain food products. In all in- 
stances, the meat and milk 
from the animals in the Aubu- 
ceeded the tolerence set by the 
rn feeding experiment far ex- 
government. 

The widely publicized so-call- 
ed “safety” of DDT is not based 
on actual tests for amounts of 
DDT on peanut hay. The con- 
clusion was drawn from ma- 
thematical assumption in which 
errors occurred in figuring the 
amount of DDT on hay. 

There is no available infor- 
mation on the accumulation ef- 
fects of DDT on babies, child- 
ren, and adults. However, the 
possibility of harmful effects is 
such that the Agricultural Ex- 
periment cannot recommend 
the use of DDT on peanuts to 
be used for hay until more 
evidence is established. Furth- 
ermore, the Station cannot ig- 
nore the tolerence set by the U. 
S. Pure Food and Drug Admin- 
istration,

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NEW PLANT DISEASE 
THREATENS CROP 
OF LUPINE SEED 


Farmers in many sections of 
of southern Alabama are exper- 
iencing heavy losses of seed 
form a new disease or blue lup- 
ine, according to a report from 
Dr. Coyt Wilson, plant patholo- 
vist of the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, A. P. I. receiped 
here this week by J. R. Speed, 
County Agent 

While the disease is not ex- 
pected to be very serious on lu- 
pines planted for soil puilding 
purposes, Dr. Wilson believes 
that it does represent a new and 
serious problem to those who 
erow the crop for seed. 

The disease is caused by a 
fungus which he has identified 
as being closely related to the 
one causing bean anthracnose. 
This is the first time in the 
country that anthracnose has 
been reported attacking lupine. 

While it occurs on other parts 
of the lupine plant, it is easily 
seen on the pod, where it does 
the greatest damage. It first ap- 
pears on the pods as_ small, 
black, sunken spots. These grow 
larger and turn pink or 
salmon colored in the center. 
Usually the whole pod becomes 
diseased before maturity. 

The fungus grows through the 
pod shell and infects the young 
seed. Many pods are completely 
destroyed before the seed devel- 
op. Seed tratment will be of lit- 
tle value because the fungus 
grows deep into the seed and 
out of reach of the chemical. 

The best control is the use of 
disease free seed. Crop rotation 
should also be of some value. 
However, in a rotation lupine 
should not be planted on the 
same land more often than 3 
years. Dr. Wilson says that the 
fungus can live as long as three 
years in the soil in the absence 
of a plant host.

I. A Book Found and Read (22:10, 
11; 23:1, 2), 


The Word of God had been neg: } 


lected for about sixty years, How 
sad! Yes and how sad that in our 
homes the Bible is so often neg- 
lected—on a book shelf, or in a 
trunk, or gathering dust on a living 
room table. A lost Bible, and a 
people living in sin! How much we 
need to push aside the rubbish in 
our lives and bring out our ‘“‘lost’”’ 
Bibles. : 

Observe that they not only found 
the book, but they read it. That was 
true of the ones who found it as 
well as of those to whom they 
passed it on, What a good thought 
we have there: read the Bible, yes, 
but be sure to get someone else 
reading it too. 

In Josiah’s day it was thus first 
received 


1, By the King. 

The ruler or rulers of the people 
need to return to God’s Word in our 
day. It is all too often neglected in 
the council chambers of the nations. 

Josiah was moved by what he 
read to real repentance. He realized 
that the judgment of God must 
come. Inquiry at Jerusalem brought 
word from Huldah the prophetess 
that it would come, but not in 
Josiah’s day. 

The king was not content to keep 
this word to himself, and insisted 
that it be read 

2, By the religious leaders. 

The priests and the prophets who 
were doubly guilty in neglecting it 
were now brought face to face with 
God's revelation. 

Who will say that the great need 
in America is not just this, that its 
preachers and denominational lead- 
ers get back to the reading and 
teaching of God’s Word. Book re- 
views, lectures in economics and 
politics, discussions of one world— 
almost anything but the Bible. Such 
is the fare of many of our preach- 
ers. No wonder that they and their 
people are spiritually starved. 

Josiah knew what was needed 
and the Word was now read 

3, By the people. 

Applying that to our day, it is 
true that the Bible is our best seller, 
that it is available to every home, 
and that most decent households 
have not one but many Bibles. But 
are they being read? The answer is 
obviously no. Let's correct that 
dreadful situation, Read your Bible! 

Il. A Book Believed and Prac- 
ticed (23:3-5, 21). 

Josiah saw that it was not enough 
to read and rejoice over the Word 
of God. Something must be done 
about it, and he did it. 

1, The king made a covenant with 
God. 

Standing in a prominent place be- 
fore his people, he humbly and 
solemnly renewed his consecration 
to the Lord, and promised to 
abide by his Word with all his heart 
and soul (v, 3). Such a leader could 
not but inspire his people to do the 
same, 

What a blessing it is to us when 
we hear of some man _ promi- 


nent in the affairs of the nation or | 


state who loves the Lord, and keeps 
his commandments. He is not only 
an inspiring example, but a real 
witness for God, 

2. The priests cast out the idols 
(vv. 4, 5). 

The king required this of them, 
and they proceeded thus to cleanse 
the places of worship and prepare 
the way for a true devotion to God. 

Here again we say that when re- 
ligious leaders get back to their first 
devotion to God and put away the 
empty philosophies of this world, we 
shall see a revival. 

What did the people do? Josiah 
saw that they needed some positive 


expression of their faith. It was not | 


enough to tear down the idols; they 
must re-establish the true worship 
of God. So we find that 

8. The people kept the Passover. 

This was the great feast of the 
Jews which spoke of redemption 
from bondage. It pvinted forward to 
Christ the Redeemer from sin. He 
is our Passover (I Cor. 5:7). 

In these dark and bewildering 
days people are looking to Christjan 
leaders to prepare a feast of re- 
membrance of the death of Christ 
and of his glorious redemption. Let 
the people gather round him and, 
cleansed by his precious blood, keep 
the feast with joy and purity of 
heart (I Cor, 5:8).

Meat Production 
The U.S.D.A. reports beef pro- 


duction for the week ending 
May 3, at 150 million pounds 
compared with*89 million lbs., a 
year ago. Pork production was 
130 million lbs., against 154 mil- 
lion pounds a year ago, Beef in- 
creased 44 per cent while pork 
decreased 18 per cent. Costs of 
feed and prices of cattle and 
hogs probably account for the 
change. It may indicate lower 
prices for beef cattle in the near 
future. 
Eggs 

Alabama produced 9 per cent 
fewer eggs this April than in 
1946, This was due chiefly to re- 
duction in the number of lay- 
ers, Prices of eggs have held up 
better this year than last, yet 
many eggs are shipped to Ala- 
bama even during the so-called 
spring surplus. Greater produc- 
tion is needed in those counties 
to be served by the Montgomery 
and Albertville faciities 


Processing 
More processing plants for 
Alabama fruits and vegetables 
means greater insurance for 


farmers against low prices on 
the fresh markets. The Gulf 
Coast Frosted Foods at Foley 
has a modern plant for freezing 
strawberries.

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Qld Claims Against County 


Holders of old claims against |--———— 


the Fine and Forfieture Fund 
of Coffee County (some of 
which date back 20 years) are 
going to get their money from 
the county’s general fund un- 
der a local bill to be introduced 
by Coffee Representative H. B. 
Larkins at the request of the 
Coffee county ..Sommissioners 
Court. 

Rep. Larkins, of Elba, said in 
Montgomery this week he had 
received a copy of a resolution 
asking that he introduce such a 
bill and that he would comply 
with the request just as soon 
as he can have the legislation 
prepared for introduction. The 
resolution was signed by Pro- 
bate Judge J. O- English, chair- 
man of the court, and Commis- 
ioners J. C. Helms, Fountain Lee 
and F. F. Clark. 

The resolution set out that 
registered claims against the 
Fine and Forfeiture Fund are 
outstanding in the amount of 
$11,004.74 and some of them 
have been “registered for a per- 
jod of over 20 years.” The 
amount of money coming into 
the fund is in such small am- 
ount, the resolution continued, 
“that it would take many years 
from this date to accumulate 
enough funds with which to 
make payment of said register- 
ed claims.” 

The resolution added that un- 
der a local act under which the 
county is now operating all cur- 
rent amounts that would nor- 
mally have come against the 
old Fine and Forfeiture Fund 
are paid out of the general fund 
and this requires books be kept 
on the fund and in addition 
many of the registered owners 
of the claims are dead and can- 
not be located. 

The commissioners declared 
the county now has sufficient 
income into the general fund 
and the county’s financial sta- 
tus will not be impared if en- 
houg money is transferred from 
the general fund into the Fine 
and Forfeiture Fund to pay 
these old claims. They asked 
that legislation be passed au- 
thorizing the transfer from the 
general fund to the Fine and 
Forfeiture Fund of $1,500 a year 
until the old registered claims 
are paid. 

The $1,500 annually would be 
transferred at the rate of $750 
each Oct. 1 and April 1, starting 
this year, until the claims are 
paid. 

The resolution asked that the 
law provide for the registered 
claims to be “re-registered” giv- 
ing the owners of said claims a 
specified length of time—which 
is reasenable—in which to re- 
register their claims and that 
all claims not  re-registered 
within the time given be barred 
from payment; that any claims 
that are re-registered be pay- 
able in accordance with the 
OLD registration number so 
that no claimant may gain an 
advantage over a claim regis- 
tered prior to his claim by the 
re-registration.” 

The Commissioners also ask- 
ed that the law further provide 
that after claims are paid the 
fund be abolished and cease to 
exist. 

Rep. Larkins said he planned 
to include in the bill provisions 
that all witnesses summoned to 
court in Coffee County be paid 
promptly, with the money to 
come out of the general fund. 
“That way a witness in a case 


would get his money as soon 4S 

he leaves the courthouse instead 

of having to wait,” he declared.

One bill places the 
Office of County Superinten- 
dent of Education back on the 
elective basis. Coffee County 
has been electing the Superin- 
tendent of Education since 1923 
but during the last administra- 
tion a bill was passed making 
the position appointive by the 
County Board of Education, The 
other two bills will be of tre- 
mendous value to the farmers 
of Coffee County if enacted in- 
to law. 

The bills are as follows: 

1, To furnish anti-hog cholera 
serum and virus, free of charge 
to the farmers. 

2. Provide a plan and means 
whereby the Headland Experi- 
ment Station would launch a 
program of research and ex- 
perimentation to improve pro- 
duction of peanuts in every 
phase from breeding of seed to 
harvesting. Coffee County is 3rd 
in the United States in peanut 
production, therefore, this is of 
special value to our farmers. 

3. Provide for,an appropria- 
tion of $4,000,000.00 per year for 
the next two years for aid in 
construction of hospitals 
throughout Alabama. This is to 
tie in the Hill-Burton Bill that 
is now before Congress. 

Rep. Larkins states that he 
has talked with Governor Fol- 
som, Mr. Haygood Patterson, 
and Dr. Duncan, of Auburn, and 
they’ have given assurance of

POISONING COTTON 


To control the boll weevils 
that are now feeding on tender 
buds and _ shoots, as_ well 
as young squares, use eith- 
a freshly mixed home-made cal- 
cium arsenate syrup mixture of 
one pound calcium arsenate, 
one gallon molasses and one 
gallon of water, or buy calcium 
arsenate. If spray is used it 
should be applied with a mop. 
Dry calcium arsenate use five to 
eight pounds per acre, can be 
applied with hand, horse-drawn 
or tractor duster. If it rains 
within 24 hours, apply another 
aplication. Repeat every 4 to 5 
days until weevils are controlled 
or crop is set. It may be neces- 
sary to dust after the crop is 
set to protect young bolls. The 
number of applications needed 
will greatly depend on the wea- 
ther conditions. Dust at any 
time of day or night when the 
air is quiet.
